of business, and in our commercial life |

a man who allows himself to be driven
out of business, who sacrifices his ma-
terial self, for a principle, is brutally and
ruthlessly classified as a fool. It very
deeply affects the public welfare that this
condition should cease. An aroused
opinion willnot tolerate that the people's
representatives in the government of a
great State should degenerate into an
organization of blackmailers and thieves,
and that all business, but especially that
kind of business which is of the most
intitnate common concern, should be the
prey of a system of robbery and extor-
tion sunctioned and chartered by the very
people itself,

Many men have emerged from this
inquiry blasted in their reputations,
ruined and humiliated in their privato
lives, and even doubtful of their per-
sonal liberty, This is becanse, unlike the
rotiring vice-president of the New York
Life, it was shown that they had violated
their trust and sought to contrive it to
their own personal aggrandizement, In
Mr. PERKINS'S case it
that the most scrupulous honor has
determined his official conduct and that
no dollar of illicit gain ever reached
him. What he has to bear and what
like others he may not escape is the im-
putation that he was part, a living and
responsible part, of a deplorable system
which neither he nor any one else had
the power or the opportunity to reaist.

It will not do to forget that the things |
are |

which are being changel!, which
being cured, which are being eradicated,
are undergoing that process solely in
obedience to public indignation and
public resentment; that this supreme
corrective contained the only practi-
cable remedy, and that it required a
legislative committee and a Hughes
to arouse it. Nor will it do to impute
to men as crimes what were really the
oceasions of misfortune that they could
neither avoid nor control,

As to Mr. ALEXANDER E. Orr, who
was elected to succeed Mr. PERKINS in
the vice-presidency of the company,
he needs no introduction to the publie,
There is no man whose well won repu-

tation for integrity and honor stands |
higher in the community than does that |
of Mr. Ore; while as to epecial fitness |

and approved ability to meet the de-
mands of a high fiduciary post of this
character it may be doubted if a better
choice could have been made.

The Central Police Prison Idea,

The committee of which ex-Magis-
trate OMMEN is chairman made in its
report to the Society of Medical Juris-
prudence on Monday night at least one
valuable contribution to the discussion
of the police station house question,
This was the proposal that instead of
locking prisoners up in eighty or ninety
separate station houses they should be
taken forthwith to central prisons to
await hearing in court. Add to this that
each central prison should be directly
connected with a court, and the idea
seems to amount to a feasible solution
of the whole problem.

It involves neither expense to the city
nor hardship to the prisoners, since the
transit has to be made sooner or later,
and the patrol wagons, which, of course,
would remain atfached to the police sta-
tions, would be used for transportation
of the prisoners. All the details of re-
cording arrests, accepting bail and the
like may be just as well conducted at
the prison as in the station house, or, in-
deed, much better,
and the police rignal system always
handy, it is hard to think of a case where
any serious loss of efficiency would re-
sult from a policeman going to the prison
with his prigoner instead of to the station
house,

When it comes to a reconstruction of
all the police buildings in the city on a
civilized plan the central prison scheme,
if anything, makes for economy. The

ity already has prigons attached to the

Magistrates' courts, and it is probable
that comparatively inexpensive addi-
tions would fit them to accommodate
“the watch,” as the police call the over-
night batch of detained persons. Ior
operating purposes, of course, some ad-
ditional officers should be employed in
these prisons; but it is extremely prob-
able that their salaries could be saved
through the disappearance of the most
important duty of the desk sergeant and
the doorman and of all need for matrons
in the station houses,

The advantage to the prisoners would
be obvious, as suitable quarters, with
proper medical and other attention,

The session is young yvet, and up to
Tuesday only 7,002 bills had been re-
ported in the Congressionul Record as
having been introduced. The members
are not in their stride.  Before Congress
adjourns for the holidays they will get
down to business, and then the flood of
bills will really begin. However, the
members are doing pretty well in the
early days of the session.

The Election in Boston,

The ele tion on Tuesday of a Demo-
cratic Mayor of Boston was by a greatly
reduced plurality, because of fartional
divisions peculiar to that contost. Mr.
FITZGERALD obtained less than a ma-

" jority over all the candidates by 3,772

votes, and his plurality over the regular
Republican candidate was only about
8,000 votes, though two years ago the
late Patnrick A. Conuins, the Demo-
cratie candidate, was elected by a plu-
rality of more than 30,000, and in the

State election last month the plurality |

in Boston of the Democratic candidate
for Governor was about 16,000,

Nothing in the election, however, indi-
cated that there has been any change
in the permanent political situation in
Boston. The Puritan capital has be-
come a strongly Democratic community,
but at this election, because of tempo=
rary factions, Mr. FITZGERALD did not
poll the full Democratic vote. That is,
Boston was affected, though in a minor
degree, by the political confusion which
has disturbed so many of our municipal
elections this year.

The passing over of Boston to the
Democratic side has been a consequence

of the great preponderance of the foreign |

born population of the town. Of the
men of voting age in 1990 more than
46 per cent. were of foreign birth. Nearly
two-thirds of the foreign population
were from Ireland and Canada, 70,147
from the first and 50,252 from the second.
The Jewish population was relatively
small as compared with New York, yet
it seems to have come third.

If, however, we add to the foreign
born the native population of foreign par-
entage Boston is nearly three-quarters
foreign. Only 26 per cent. of the popu-
lation in 1800 was made up of native
whites of native parents.

The Yankee has been put far in the
rear in Boston, In 1000 out of its total
population of 560,802 as many as 404,099
were of foreign parentage.

Arizona,

This idea of coercive Statehood—that
is, the surrender and subordination of
the American population of Arizona to
the political mastery of the Mexican
population in New Mexico—is sufficiently
repugnant to the sense of fair play and
decent procedure.

The proposal to accomplish this off-
hand by caucus machinery, under the
party whip, stifling the opposition that
recognizes no partisanship with regard to
this question, shutting off full discussion,
shutting out the facts which ought to be
conclusive one way or the other, is in-
tolerable.

There i8 no more reason this year than
last year or any other year for forcing
Arizona into a union with New Mexico
—that is, no reason unless it can be
shown by a separate vote of her own
people that sentiment in the Territory
is marvellously changed.

That demonstration is open to the
advocates of joint Statehood for Arizona
and New. Mexico. There  js,.in. .our
opinion, no other respectable settlement
of the question.

Cattlemen ara the offenders in this in-
stance, and the charges against them are
conspliracy, subornation of perjury and
illegal fonclng., These first fruits of the
Kansas crop, the Sacrotary says, represent
only “the result of investigation in two
ocounties of the State, and by the time other
counties are accounted for a remarkable
disclosure will be made.” Mr. Hitchcock
2lso says that he understands that “all the
men thus far indicted in connection with
the Kansas frauds are wealthy cattlamen,
who are accumulating Government land in
a wholesale manner,”

In connection with this fmiportant ques-
tion there is significance in a certain pas-
sage of the fecent annual report of the
Becretary of the Interior. Among the |
recommendations therein submitted one
calls for legislation which shall *prescribe
punishment for persons who fraudulently
obtain or attemnpt to obtain title to publio
lands.”  T'rom this we infer that our various
complex and antiquated land laws make no
provision for the proper treatment of land
thisves, It is high time that they be suit-
ably amended. In his message Mr. Roose-
velt says: “Once again I call your atten-
tion to the condition of the public land
laws, Recent developments have given
new urgenoy to the need for such changes
as will fit thege laws to actual present cons
I ditions, The iniquitous methods by which
the monopolizing of the public lands is
being brought abiout under the present
laws are becoming more generally known,
but the existing laws do not furnish eftec-
tive remedies.”

It swould doubtless be a work of time to
| reviso properly the entire system of land
laws, But it would be the work of only
a few minutes to draft, and of a few days
to pass, a law providing a generous punish- |
ment for those who steal or attempt to steal |
land belonging to the people. It were as !
well to provide no punishment for steal- |

TOGO TO VISIT US.

S0 Says Minister Griscom, ¥ome on Leave
—Japan Wil Eastly Pay War Debt.

Lloyd Griscom of Philadelphia, United

| States Minister to Japan, who arrived in

this city from San Francisco on Tuesday,
and who has a leave of absence of two or
three months, confirmed yesterday the

report that Admiral Togo is to visit this |

country. Mr. Griscom is staying at 115
Fast Boventy-second street., He intended
to go to Washington ' esterday, but was
p evented by a ¢old dve tothe change of
climate. If his health is sufficiently im-
proved he will make the trip to-day.
“Japan will have no difficulty,” said Mr.
(iriscom, “in paying off its war debt, for
Japan is thrifty. The country can borrow
money on better terms now than before or
during the war and the war debt will prob-
ably be reorpranized and refunded with a
saving of interest charges. The country

! is in condition for agricultural and in-

dustrial expansion, and it is to that that
the leaders of capanese¢ thought are de-
voting themselves, There is much land
not under cultivation, and to this will be
applied most scientific methods of aeri-
ruﬁure. They are going ahead, too, to learn
manufacturing. t present the Jupaneﬁe
are extravarant in the use of machinery,

“There was not as great a cessation of
industry during the war as is generally
supposed, nor was there as much poverty
and distress. Their social system is splen-
did for the conditions then prevailing,
Members of families who remained worked
harder.

“I saw Admiral Togo shortly before I
left. He told me he would be busy for a
few monthe in superintending repairs
and in reorpanizing his fleet. Then, he
said, he expected to take some of his shirm
to Fngland and to this country. His visit
will probably be made in the fall. In
Japanese estimation Togo is the very

reat hero of the war. They worship

im, and it ie hard to comprehend the
intensity of their hero worship. When the
Admijral returned to Tokio the vast thron~s
hardly dared cheer for fear that he would
consider it disrespectful. The people act-
ually id ollze him.
